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AMENDMENTS TO THE CLAIMS 
1. (Currently amended) A pants garment, comprising: 

(A)-left and right thigh leg members for covering the left and right thigh areas of a wearer, 
each thigh leg member independently comprising a first thigh stretchable portion and a second thigh 
stretchable portion, 

wherein said second thigh stretchable portions have a greater tightening force for applying 
greater pressure than said first thigh stretchable portions^ ; wh e r e in said second thigh str e tchabl e 
portions and independently comprise: include 

(a) -a front thigh elastic band member provided substantially at a front side of each of 
the thigh leg members, said fi-ont thigh elastic band member extending obliquely fi-om an 
upper fi*ont portion to a lower front portion of each thigh leg member, and 

(b) -a back thigh elastic band member provided substantially at a back side of each of 
the thigh leg members, said back thigh elastic band member extending obliquely firom an 
upper back portion to a lower back portion of each thigh leg member r^nd 

(o) optionally (i) an int e rmediat e e lastic band m e mber e xt e nding obliqu e ly fi"om a 
middle portion of the front thigh ela s tic band member to an inner low^er portion of the thigh 
l e g memb e r, (ii) on int e rm e diat e e lastic bond member e xtending obliqu e ly fi-om a middl e 
portion of th e front thigh e lastic band m e mber to an inner upper portion of the thigh l e g 
m e mb e r, (iii) an int e rm e diat e e lastic band m e mber ext e nding obliqu e ly from a middl e 
portion of th e back thigh elastic band m e mber to an inner low e r portion of the thigh leg 
m e mb e r, (iv) an int e rmediat e e lastic band m e mber e xtending obliquely from a middl e 
portion of the back thigh elastic band m e mb e r to an out e r upp e r portion of th e thigh leg 
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momber, (v) an interm e diate clastio band member e xt e nding obliquely from a middl e portion 
of the baok thigh elastic band m e mb e r to an out e r low e r portion of th e thigh l e g m e mb e r, 
(vi) an int e rmediate e lastic band m e mber e xt e nding obliquely from a middl e portion of th e 
back thigh e lastic band m e mb e r to an inn e r upper portion of th e thigh l e g m e mb e r, or (vii) 
any combination of any of (c)(i), (c)(ii), (c)(iii), (c)(iv); (o)(v), and (c)(vi); 

(d) optionally a s e cond back thigh elastic band memb e r ext e nding from an outer 

portion to an inn e r portion of said thigh l e g member, such that the first and s e cond back 
thigh elastic bands on said thigh memb e r cross e ach oth e r; and 

( e ) optionally, an abov e th e lai e e elastic band m e mber provid e d at a portion of th e 

thigh leg memb e r corr e sponding to an ar e a that spans from insid e th e Icn ee to abov e th e Icn ee 
to outsid e of th e Icn ee ; and 

(B) optionally, l e ft and right crus l e g members r e sp e ctiv e ly attach e d to said l e ft and right 

thigh l e g m e mbers, for covering th e l e ft and right cms ar e as of a w e ar e r, each cms l e g m e mb e r 
ind e pend e ntly comprising a first cms str e tchabl e portion and a s e cond cms str e tchable portion, 
wher e in said s e cond cms str e tchabl e portions have a gr e at e r tight e ning forc e for gr e at e r applying 
pr e ssur e than said second cms str e tchabl e portions; 
wh e r e in said s e cond cms str e tchabl e portions indep e nd e ntly compris e : 

(a) a front cms e lastic band m e mb e r provided substantially at a front of each cms l e g 

memb e r, said front cms elastic band m e mber ext e nding obliqu e ly from an upp e r front 
portion to a low e r front portion of said cms log memb e r; 
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(b) a back cms e lastic band memb e r provid e d substantially at a back sid e of th e crus 

l e g m e mb e r, said back crus e lastic band m e mb e r e xt e nding obliqu e ly from an upp e r back 
portion to a lower back portion of said crus l e g m e mber; or 

(c) optionally, a b e low the kn ee e la s tic band m e mb e r provid e d at a portion of th e 

thigh l e g m e mb e r corr e sponding to an ar e a that spans from insid e th e kn ee to below the kne e 
to outsid e th e Icn ee ; or 

(d) any combination of any of (B)(a), (B)(b), and (B)(c); 

(C) optionally, l e ft and right pelvic m e mb e rs attach e d to said thigh m e mb e rs for cov e ring th e 

right and l e ft p e lvic ar e as of a w e ar e r; 

(D) optionally, an abdom e n m e mb e r attach e d to said p e lvic m e mb e rs for cov e ring the 

abdominal ar e a of a w e ar e r; and 

(E) optionally, a waist m e mb e r attach e d to (i) said thigh leg m e mb e rs, (ii) said pelvic 

m e mb e rs, (iii) said abdominal m e mb e r, or (iv) any combination of any of (E)(i), (E)(ii), and (E)(iii), 
for circumscribing th e waist of the w e arer . 

2. (Currently amended) A garment as defined in claim 1, wherein at least either one of the 
left thigh leg member or the right thigh leg member has [[(i)]] the front thigh elastic band member 
and the back thigh elastic band member of th e l e ft thigh leg m e mb e r inclin e inclined in opposite 
directions , (ii) th e fi'ont thigh e lastic band memb e r and th e back thigh e lastic band m e mb e r of th e 
right thigh leg m e mb e r inclin e in opposite directions, or (iii) th e front thigh e la s tic band member 
and the back thigh e lastic band m e mb e r of th e l e ft thigh l e g m e mb e r inclin e in opposit e dir e ctions 
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and th e front thigh elastic band momber and th e back thigh elastio band m e mb e r of the right thigh 
l e g m e mb e r inclin e in oppo s it e dir e ctions . 

3. (Currently amended) A garment as defined in claim 1, wherein at least either one of the 
left thigh leg member or the right thigh leg member has [[(i)]] the front thigh elastic band member 
and the back thigh elastic band member of th e l e ft thigh l e g memb e r inclin e inclined in the same 
directio n, (ii) th e front thigh e lastic band memb e r and the back thigh elastic band m e mb e r of th e 
right thigh log m e mb e r inclin e in th e sam e dir e ction, or (iii) th e front thigh e lastic band member and 
th e back thigh elastic band m e mb e r of th e left thigh l e g m e mber incline in th e sam e dir e ction and 
th e front thigh e lastic band m e mber and th e back thigh e lastic band m e mb e r of th e right thigh l e g 
m e mb e r inclin e in th e same dir e ction . 

4. (Original) A garment as defined in claim 1, wherein for each thigh leg member, the front 
thigh elastic band member and the back thigh elastic band member meet at least at an inner lower 
portion of the thigh leg member. 

5. (Original) A garment as defined in claim 1, wherein for each thigh leg member, the front 
thigh elastic band member and the back thigh elastic band member meet at least at an outer lower 
portion of the thigh leg member. 

6. (Currently amended) A garment as defined in claim 1, wherein at least either one of the 
left thigh leg member or the right thigh leg member has [[(i)]] the front thigh elastic band member

7. (Currently amended) A garment as defined in claim 1, wherein at least either one of the 
left thigh leg member or the right thigh leg member has [[(i)]] the front thigh elastic band member 
of th e l e ft thigh m e mb e r e xt e nds extending from an inner upper portion to an outer lower portion of 
the left or right thigh leg member, respectively (ii) the fi'ont thigh elastic band m e mb e r of th e right 
thigh m e mb e r e xt e nds fi-om an inn e r upper portion to an out e r low e r portion of th e right thigh leg 
m e mb e r, or (iii) the fi-ont thigh e lastic band m e mb e r of th e l e ft thigh memb e r e xt e nds from an inn e r 
upp e r portion to an out e r lower portion of th e l e ft thigh l e g memb e r and the front thigh e lastic band 
m e mb e r of th e right thigh m e mb e r e xt e nds firom an inner upp e r portion to an out e r lower portion of 
th e right thigh log memb e r . 

8. (Currently amended) A garment as defined in claim 1, wherein at least either one of the 
left thigh leg member or the right thigh leg member has [[(i)]] the fi'ont thigh elastic band member 
of th e l e ft thigh m e mb e r e xtends extending from an outer upper portion to an inner lower portion of 
the left or right thigh leg member, respectively (ii) th e front thigh e lastic band member of th e right 
thigh memb e r e xt e nds from an out e r upper portion to an inner low e r portion of th e right thigh l e g 
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m e mber, or (iii) the front thigh e lastic band member of th e l e ft thigh member extends from an outer 
upp e r portion to an innor low e r portion of th e l e ft thigh leg member and th e front thigh e lastic band 
memb e r of the right thigh m e mber extends from an outer upp e r portion to an inner lower portion of 
th e right thigh l e g m e mb e r . 

9. (Original) A garment as defined in claim 1, wherein the intermediate elastic band 
member is narrower in width than the front thigh elastic band member or the back thigh elastic band 
member. 

10. (Original) A garment as defined in claim 1, wherein the intermediate elastic band 
member is broader in width than the front thigh elastic band member or the back thigh elastic band 
member. 

1 1 . (Original) A garment as defined in claim 1 , wherein intermediate elastic band member 
extends to a portion of the garment corresponding to approximately an outer side of the knee of a 
wearer. 

12. (Original) A garment as defined in claim 1, wherein intermediate elastic band member 
extends to a portion of the garment corresponding to approximately an iimer side of the knee of a 
wearer. 
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13. (Original) A garment as defined in claim 1, wherein the intermediate elastic band 
member extends to a portion of the garment approximately corresponding to an inside of the knee of 
a wearer to connect to the back thigh elastic band member. 

14. (Original) A garment as defined in claim 1, wherein the intermediate elastic band 
member extends to an portion of the garment corresponding to an outside of the knee of a wearer to 
connect to the back thigh elastic band member. 

15. (Original) A garment as defined in claim 1, wherein the back thigh elastic band member 
extends fi-om an inner upper portion to an outer lower portion of each thigh leg member. 

16. (Original) A garment as defined in claim 1, wherein the back thigh elastic band member 
extends fi-om an outer upper portion to an inner lower portion of each thigh leg member. 

17. (Original) A garment as defined in claim 1, wherein the front and back cms elastic band 
members are joined at a portion of the crus leg member corresponding to at least either an inside of 
a knee or an outside of the knee. 

18. (Original) A garment as defined in claim 1, wherein said below-the-knee elastic band 
member forms a V-shape. 
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19. (Original) A garment as defined in claim 1, wherein said above-the-knee elastic band 
member forming an upside down V-shape. 

20. (Original) A garment as defined in claim 1, wherein one or both thigh leg members has 
a hem part formed in a portion corresponding to the area above the corresponding knee of a wearer, 
and at least either a lower end of the fi-ont thigh elastic band member or of the back thigh elastic 
band member is located at the hem part. 

21 . (Original) A garment as defined in claim 1, wherein each front thigh elastic band 
member extends fi"om a lower inner part of the corresponding thigh leg member to an upper outer 
part of said thigh leg member and widens to cover a side portion of the waist member. 

22. (Original) A garment as defined in claim 1, wherein the fi-ont cms elastic band member 
and the back crus elastic band member incline in opposite directions. 

23. (Original) A garment as defined in claim 1, wherein the front crus elastic band member 
and the back crus elastic band member incline in the same direction. 

24. (Currently amended) A garment as defined in claim 1, wherein the fi"ont crus elastic 
band member and the back crus elastic band member are continuous at least either at [[(i)]] an inner 
portion of the crus leg member, or at [[(ii)]] an outer portion of the crus leg membe r, or (iii) a 
combination of (i) and (ii) . 
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25. (Original) A garment as defined in claim 1, wherein the below-the-knee elastic band 
member has a greater tightening force for applying greater pressure than the crus leg member. 

26. (Currently amended) A garment as defined in claim 1, wherein the below-the-knee 
elastic band member further extends to a portion of the corresponding crus leg member at least 
either at (i) an inner side of a corresponding ankle, or at [[(ii)]] an outer side of a corresponding the 
ankle , or (iii) a combination of (i) and (ii) . 

27. (Original) A garment as defined in claim 1, wherein a portion of a thigh leg member at 
an upper side of a corresponding knee has a lower tightening force for applying pressure than the 
corresponding below-the-knee elastic band member. 

28. (Original) A garment as defined in claim 1, wherein the front thigh elastic band 
member extends firom the lower part of the inside of the corresponding thigh to the corresponding 
greater trochanter via the upper part of the front surface of the corresponding thigh, and wherein 
said fi-ont thigh elastic band member is curved in an indented shape toward the upper part of the 
corresponding thigh. 

29. (Original) A garment with a crotch for covering at least part of the lower half of a body, 
comprising: 
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a band-like pressure portion at least has, at a front side portion corresponding to the front side of a 
thigh, a thigh front side pressure portion formed obliquely from above to below the front side 
portion, and, at a rear side portion corresponding to the rear side of the thigh, a thigh rear side 
pressure portion formed obliquely from above to below the rear side portion. 

30. (Original) A garment with a crotch for covering at least part of a lower half of a body, 
comprising: 

a band-like pressure portion at least has, at a front side portion corresponding to a front side 
of a eras, a eras front side pressure portion formed obliquely from above to below the front side 
portion and, at a rear side portion corresponding to a rear side of the eras, a eras rear side pressure 
portion formed obliquely from above to below the rear side portion. 

31 (New) A garment as defined in claim 1, wherein said second thigh stretchable portions 
independently further comprises at least one of: 

an intermediate elastic band member extending obliquely from a middle portion of the front 
thigh elastic band member to an inner lower portion of the thigh leg member; 

an intermediate elastic band member extending obliquely from a middle portion of the front 
thigh elastic band member to an inner upper portion of the thigh leg member; 

an intermediate elastic band member extending obliquely from a middle portion of the back 
thigh elastic band member to an inner lower portion of the thigh leg member; 

an intermediate elastic band member extending obliquely from a middle portion of the back 
thigh elastic band member to an outer upper portion of the thigh leg member; 
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an intermediate elastic band member extending obliquely from a middle portion of the back 
thigh elastic band member to an outer lower portion of the thigh leg member; and 

an intermediate elastic band member extending obliquely from a middle portion of the back 
thigh elastic band member to an inner upper portion of the thigh leg member. 

32 (New) A garment as defined in claim 1, wherein said second thigh stretchable portions 
independently further comprises: 

a second back thigh elastic band member extending from an outer portion to an inner portion 
of said thigh leg member, such that the first and second back thigh elastic bands on said thigh 
member cross each other. 

33 (New) A garment as defined in claim 1, wherein said second thigh stretchable portions 
independently fiirther comprises: 

an above-the-knee elastic band member provided at a portion of the thigh leg member 
corresponding to an area that spans from inside the knee to above the knee to outside of the knee. 

34 (New) A garment as defined in claim 1, fiirther comprising: 

left and right crus leg members respectively attached to said left and right thigh leg 
members, for covering the left and right crus areas of a wearer, each crus leg member independently 
comprising a first crus stretchable portion and a second crus stretchable portion. 
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wherein said second cms stretchable portions have a greater tightening force for greater 
applying pressure than said second cms stretchable portions, and independently include at least one 
of 

a front cms elastic band member provided substantially at a front of each cms leg 
member, said front cms elastic band member extending obliquely from an upper front 
portion to a lower front portion of said cms leg member, 

a back cms elastic band member provided substantially at a back side of the cms leg 
member, said back cms elastic band member extending obliquely from an upper back 
portion to a lower back portion of said cms leg member, and 

a below-the-knee elastic band member provided at a portion of the thigh leg member 
corresponding to an area that spans from inside the knee to below the knee to outside the 
knee. 

35 (New) A garment as defined in claim 1, further comprising: 

left and right pelvic members attached to said thigh members for covering the right and left 
pelvic areas of a wearer. 

36 (New) A garment as defined in claim 1, fiirther comprising: 

an abdomen member attached to said pelvic members for covering the abdominal area of a 

wearer. 

37 (New) A garment as defined in claim 1, fiirther comprising: 
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a waist member attached to at least one of said thigh leg members, said pelvic members, and 
said abdominal member, for circumscribing the waist of the wearer. 
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
